There has to be reor- 
faisation, upto the top 
level, and forward thinking.

A: The State League 

should be an alternative to 
the PSL. However it must be 
reorganised with emphasis on 
the clubs with grounds and 
the ln they bring in.

With the Australian Championships only two weeks away, I am able to 
report that the refereeing situation for the titles will be covered by 


really top people. 

Rather than try to arrange the cover 
themselves, the NSW Women's 
Association passed the whole thing across 
to the Executive of the A.A.S.R.F. 

The Secretary of the Referees’ 
Federation, Mr Ron Beaumont, told me 
that at first they had doubts as to top 
coverage being available due to the NSW 
State Boys’ titles being on at the same time 
at the Crest Centre in Bankstown. 

However, things have worked out really 
well for them and top Sydney referees will 
be available for the Australian titles. 

Interstate referees taking part this year 
have reached an all-time high. 

There will be five referees coming from 
other States. ee 

They are: Ray Ellerway, a top gra 
referee from Queensland; Eric Thomas, a 
Grade 2 referee, from Western Australia 
(incidently, Eric is bringing his family 
across with him to make a good holiday of 
it); Mr Burns from Northern NSW Barry 
Powell, another grade 1 referee from 
and from Victoria will come 
Brian Starkey, another referee with first 
grade credentials. 

Ron Beaumont told us that when he sent 
out invitations to referees with the 
necessary qualifications, he was very 
definite in his instructions that these 
championships were national titles and it 
was expected that the referees treat them 
as such, 

New ground has been broken at these 
championships, For the first time, there 
will be women referees officiating. 

The A.A.S.R.F. has seen fit to appoint 
Lorraine Hopkinson from the Nowe as- 
sociation and Christine Martin from the 
Canterbury association to take their share 
of centre and line positions. 

Both Lorraine and Christine are experi- 
enced Grade 2 referees who have no 
trouble in controlling top amateur men’s 
games in Sydney.

During return visits to Australia I've been asked 
many times, particularly by parents, about the dif- 
ficulties of gaining access to English clubs. 

It’s a very tough question to answer because the 
situation is the same with any club and any player 
anywhere in the world, 

If a player has talent, determination and is willing to 
work very hard, then there is a good chance he will 
overcome most obstacles. 

But there are other distractions which can prevent a 
young player settling down and producing his best. 

Homesickness is an obvious reason and the radical 
difference in lifestyle, diet and climate are also very 
hard to handle. 

The English ta now realise that many Austra- 
lian lads have difficulty with these problems and for this 
reason many clubs are less than willing to accept 
Australian players. 

Since I've been in England I’ve known of at least 100 
young Aussies who've gone to professional clubs and 
for one reason or another have failed or been unwilling 
to stay on. 

Personally, I think it’s a grave pity that young players 
feel compelled to leave their own country and go 
through so much’ hardship to try and make it in 
England. 

ii we imagined for one moment that Australia was as 
poverty stricken as Brazil or Argentina the opportunity 
to travel would be nil. 

Young players would stay at home and try to develop 
within local clubs, 

This happened in the South American lands and they 
produced their own particular styles which proved to be 
very successful and entertaining. 

Is it inconceiveable that Australia will not one day 
develop its own distinctive style? 

The key to the problem rests with the coaching 
situation. 

The developing player will struggle with: his know- 


ledge of the game unless he is given access to a coaching 
environment which has the capacity to educate. 

This area has been sadly neglected in Australia and it 
is hoped that the P.S.L. clubs will show the way by 
instigating a strong youth movement staffed by profes- 
sionals. 

In the meantime, each player is responsible for his 
own skill so it is no use blaming the shortcomings of the 
Aussie system for any deficiencies in that area. 

It is important that each player work hard to create 
his own football environment in which the motivation 
to practise, suis and come in contact with know- 
ledgeable football people is allowed to flourish. 

T know this is much harder to achieve in Australia 
because there are a lot more distractions here but the 
start of it might be something as simple as a brick wall, 
a ball and a bit of spare time. 

‘That environment existed at Booragul High and was 
the main reason the school was the best in NSW for a 


few years. — Newcastle Raider.
